It was some years 
Russians who had 
well-to-do were being slain by 
thousands and tens of thousands 
by the Bolsheviki, when all who 
could were fleeing from thei 
homes, leaving all their worldly 
possessions behind and_= seeking 
sanctuary, even though penniless, 
anywhere, everywhere.

Great moments of joy and spiritual exaltation are a part of 
every human life, but not many of these exalted experiences 
can come to the most of us. If we are to live a satisfactory 
victorious life, we must depend on simple pleasures, the little 
satisfying pleasures of every-day life. 

Today is the first warm sunny day in March since the deep 
snows have melted in the north Georgia hills. When the first 
brown patches of earth appeared, the green stems of the 
jonquils burst through the ground and the fuzzy blooms ap- 
peared on the twigs of the elms and maples, and I knew that 
springtime was near. 

There is a suggestion of green across the hills of pasture 
lands; a feeling of expectancy, the. brooding tenseness of 
change; a strong feeling of dawning beauty and resurrection, 
and as you feel all of this, it brings you joy unspeakable. 
There is the melody of bird song at dawn. The scarlet flame 
of color at the top of the sycamore tree is Mr. Cardinal and 
he is singing to the dawn: “Right here, sweetheart, sweet, 
sweet, sweet.”

Robins call, and the white- 
throated sparrows sing of -Canadian solitude. All of these 
things make me glad that I can every day revel in the music 
of bird song and the mystic beauty of the hills. 

I think the supreme need of the hour is a new philosophy 
of life. We cannot all be Clark Gables or Vivien Leighs; we 
cannot all be successful politicians or the owners of millions. 
But to all of us dawn comes every day with its beauty and 
promise.

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How Many Murders 
Remain Unsolved? 


By PETER LEVINS. 


UT OF ALL the murders that are committed from year to year in the United States, 


how many remain unsolved? 


~ 


That is an interesting question but we can only make a stab at the answer. 
There are no national statistics. We can cite figures and percentages for various cities, 
but not for the country at large. New York City, for instance, has had 1,638 homicides 


in the past five years, and 422 of these remain unsolved. 
fourth. Chicago since repeal—that is, since crime returned 
murders, of which 336 remain unsolved—a percentage of 23 1-2. Other cities have far

better percentages, according to their own police authorities. 


We have no national statistics because no 


fact-gathering organization, such as the 


Federal Bureau of Investigation or the International Association of Chiefs of Police, 
will accept the figures given by police departments or municipal acministrations they 


regard as untrustworthy. 

foreover, many police organizations co 
not like to see possibly embarrassing sta- 
tistics recorded or publicized. On such 
facts are political campaigns all too often 
based. 

(In this connection, the reader will be 
interested in the brilliant record of New 
Orleans, which reports 800 murders over 
a period of 10 years, with none unsolved. 
Good ole N’Orlins!) 

There are, of course, various types of 
unsolved homicides. There is the suspicious 
death, which cannot be proved a murder. 
There is the death which can be proved.a 
murder, but which is lacking in a suspect. 
There is the murder in which there is a 
suspect, but which cannot be proved 
against the suspect. 

And finally, there are those cases, known 
as “perfect crimes,’ which appear only 
in death notices and obituary columns, Or 
perperhaps don’t even get that much pub- 
licity. 

It is fascinating to wonder just how 
many of these quiet killings occur over 
the country in the course of a year. But 
we can do no more than wonder—and per- 
haps shiver a little, ere we hurry on.

Lieutenant Otto Erlanson, scholarly’ head 
of Chicago’s homicide squad, in supply- 
ing figures for his city—as accurately 
gathered by the International Association 
of Chiefs of. Police, whose headquarters 
are in Chicago—pointed out that perhaps 
one-third of Chicago's unsolved cases are 
colored, Colored cases are not always easy 
to solve, he said, because the people in- 
volved are not so deeply rooted, can move 
from spot to spot, one state to another, 
and so get “lost.” 

Most unsolved cases, Erlanson continued, 
fall into the broad classification of “re- 
venge.” This would include gangster kill- 
ings, where “reprisal’ might be the bet- 
ter word for the motive; labor killings, 
where “punishment” might be more apt; 
and private group killings such as 
Mafia, or personal killings such as for ret- 
ribution of personal wrongs. 

“Broadly, all these can be called re- 
venge killings,’ he said. “‘At the start they 
are difficult to solve because virtually 


every one of these homicides is really and; 
actually premeditated—they are planned ~ 


and thought out carefully. They are car- 
ried out with the idea of circumventing 
detection.” 

As to the disturbing subject of the “per- 
fect crime,” Lieutenant Erlanson and his 
men agree that such a crime would have 
the following elements: 

No motive known for the killing. 

No witnesses to the killing. 

No fingerprints. 

No immediate discovery of the crime. 

No one seen in the immediate vicinity 
of the murder anywhere near the probable 
time of the deed. 

Once upon a time, another element 
would be added—no known cause of death. 
Erianson says modern science can now 
take care of that, even though fiction 
writers cling to it desperately. 

“In every murder, where the killers 
have escaped, the first thing we do is to 
discover the motive—why the victim was 
killed,” he said. “If we find that he was 
in a racket, we naturally direct our main 
attention that way. If we find, as we often 
do, that he was engaged in two or more 
pursuits. we have to investigate all of them. 
Sometimes there are so many reasons why 
a particular person may be killed that we 
are stumped, but we try to wind the strong- 
est one. 

“But where we can find no motive, then 
we are indeed in 2 bad way. Take Rose 
Neary. She had no enemies. She never 
harmed any one. Although she was weli- 
to-do, she never carried much money 
around with her. Her jewelry wasn't cost- 
ly. She wore a wrist watch which cost her 
$500, which she valued at $2,500, but which 
jewelers said was worth only $250. 

“There was no reason in the world—on 
the surface—for any one to kill her, ex- 
cept burglars and robbers, and we know 
that she was not so killed.”

Rose Neary. 48-year-old spinster, heiress 
to an estate of some $60,000, lived alone— 
until her death—in her luxuriously fur- 
nished apartment on Franklin boulevard. 
Her nearest companions were two. dogs, 
Maudie and Nellie. She was a stanch 
church member, liberal church donor, and 
a generous benefactress to the neighbor- 
hood poor. 

She was acquainted with hundreds of 
clerks in the neighborhood business seéc- 
tion, but none of them knew her beyond 
her name. Some knew her as a customer: 
some feared her as a private detective be- 
cause of her odd hobby of entering a small

department store on occasion and posing as 
a store detective. 

Miss Neary was the daughter of a Jew- 
ess, whose faith she took. After her Irish 
father, John Neary, died, the mother mar- 
ried Andrew O’Rourke. He died in 1934, 
the mother early in 1938. Alone, the 
daughter devoted more time to her bene- 
factions and the affairs of B’nai Abraham 
Zion congregation of the Washington 
Boulevard temple. 

She became a leader in the synagogue, 
and was chosen chairman of the temple's 
25th jubilee, to be held on June 2, 1939. 
She worked hard to make the event a suc- 
cess. 

The celebration was held—but Miss 
Neary did not appear. 

Shortly before 11 o'clock that night, two 
fellow members of the church hastened to 
her home. The landlord let them into her 
apartment. 

She lay dead on an Oriental rug in the 
living room, A towel covered her head. 
The back of her head had been bashed 
in as if with a claw hammer. A length of 
radio cord was tightly wound around her 
throat. 

She was dressed in her street clothes, in- 
cluding her hat. An umbrella lay at her 
right hand, and her left hand clutched a 
slip of paper bearing the name and tele- 
phone number of a woman friend. 

Her apartment was in perfect order. 
Nothing, not even the rug on which she 
lay, was out of position. The back door 
was locked from the inside, the windows 
were locked from the inside, and the 
front door had also been found locked— 
the latter automatically as it was shut 
from the outside. 

The victim’s two pet dogs were found 
whining in the kitchen. There police found 
a pair of scissors and a small radio. A 
length of cord of the radio had been snipp- 
ed off and used for the strangling. 

Her purse was missing, and so was her 
watch. But a $500 diamond ring on her 


right hand had not been taken. Later the 


purse, containing some money, was found 
behind an oil painting on-the wall. Thus 
robery seemed definitely disproved. 

The slip of paper puzzled the police be- 
cause the name and number written ou 
it were known to her. Apparently she haa 
written the notation for some one—proba- 
bly her slayer.

Two house-keys were missing from the 
purse. But in the purse were two promis- 
sory notes bearing the name of a young 
married street car conductor. He quickly 
established a perfect alibi. He had known 
Miss Neary for 10 years, and had recently 
borrowed $500 from her. 

Police learned of another friend, Fred 
Hayward, 39, who had once worked for 
Miss Neary’s stepfather..He had been a 
family counselor to both Miss Neary and 
her mother. It developed that he had ‘in- 
tended to meet her on the very day of 
the murder, but couldn’t make it. 

“She said that was fine because she 
couldn't keep the engagement either,” 
Hayward said. ‘‘When I talked with her 
on the phone at about 8:40 a.m. she de- 
marked that she had just talked on the 
phone to Mrs. Schultz.” 

Mrs. Anna Schultz said she had talked 
over the phone with Miss Neary at 9:15. 

Hayward was released, but rearrested 
eight days later. He had said originally 
that he had not left his place of employ- 
ment, a metal factory, during the day of 
the crime. He changed his story to say 
that he had been absent from 9 a. m. until 
to have his car repaired. Police held 
that he had been absnt from 9 
11:45, but he denied this.

Fred Hayward was finally freed, police 
announcing that they had no evidence on 
which to hold him, 

“Almost all the qualifications for a per- 
fect crime are met in the Neary case,” 
said Lieutenant Erlanson. “The murder 
was not discovered until many. hours had 
elapsed. There were no witnesses or fin- 
gerprints. The strument of death could 
not be found. There is no dcfinite motive 
known to us,”

Elwell died shortly in a hospital, 
out regaining consciousness. 

In this case there was no lack of } 
—indeed, there was a ‘surfeit of moti’ 
Elwell could have been killed by any one 
of a number of jealous husbands. Or out- 
raged sweethearts. Or avenging mothers. 
But the police just couldn't uncover the 
evidence needed to pin the crime on one 
suspect, 

They have their theories. But if we were 
to go into them here we would flirting 
with—nay, embracing—the laws of libel. 

Of all the unsolved murders committed 
within recent years, perhaps the Collings 
mystery rates top position in the New 
York area. Like the Hall-Mills case In 
New Jersey, and numerous other crime 
riddles, one can speculate about the Col- 
lings case until o is blue in the face. 
But you won't get anywhere. 

On the evening of September 9, 1931, 
Benjamin Collings, his wife, Lillian, and 
their 5-year-old daughter, Barbara, were 
aboard their pleasure cruiser, Penguin. 
The boat lay at anchor in Long Island 
Sound off Prince’s Point, near Northport, 
L. I. Barbara fell asleep on the deck seat, 
the mother and father sat near by read- 
ing and listening to the radio.

“IT experimented with everything 1 
could think of, including coffee, tea, al- 
cohol, soft drinks, foods, and everything 
anybody could recommend, I didn’t find 
a thing any better than orange juice to 
rejuvenate the brain. 

“With orange juice, I tried 150 experi-

occurring in real life seems to be dipped 
in fantasy. 

It’s about Raoul Walsh. 

Modern day Hollywood knows Director 
Raoul Walsh as one of its veteran and 
capable megaphoners. Very few in Film- 
town know how he began his cinema ca- 
reer as an actor, 

Modern day Hollywood 
lievingly the biographies of Walsh issued 
by studio publicity departments, which re- 
late simply his quiet graduation from Seton 
Hall University in New Jersey, his two- 
year trip through Europe, his return to 
New York for playwrighting and _ acting, 
and his mundane beginning as a thespian 
in the old Biograph Studios. A quiet, nor- 
mal routine, according to the standard 
Hollywood life-story of this veteran movie 
world figure. 

But’ now it can be told, the amazing 
sensational story behind the movie debut 
of Raoul Walsh, revealed for the first time 
by Walsh himself, 25 years after it hap- 
pened! 

And the unveiling occurs now all be- 
cause Walsh’s current chore on the Re- 
public lot where he is directing “The Dark 
Command,” which tri-stars Claire Trevor, 
John Wayne and Walter Pidgeon. 

The first day Walsh came to the Re- 
public lot he was greeted by William Saal, 
a Republic executive. It was the first time 
the two had met since 1915, and the meet- 
ing revived memories of Walsh’s actual 
movie beginning long enough for the story 
to become known to the writer. 

The Raoul Walsh of 1910, blue eyes 
laughing at life, even the black curls on 
his head waving defiance, was adventurous 
youth personified. He was looking for ac- 
tion—hot, tough action—and South Ameri- 
ca seemed the spot to get it. 

“Well, I hied myself toward Sout! 
America,” stated Walsh, “but I only got 
as far as Central America. There I hooked 
up with Lee Christmas and his band.” 

Lee Christmas was an American who 
started out as an engineer of the only 
railroad in Spanish Honduras in 1894 and 
ended up a fire-cracker exploding revolu- 
tions around Nicaragua, Honduras, and 
Guatemala, 

Here young Raoul Walsh served his first 
apprenticeship with Adventure, as a mem- 
ber of that Tropic Tornado’s crew. Christ- 
mas’ band was usually outnumbered but 
never out-couraged, and engaged in more 
revolutions than any other figures in Cen- 
tral American history. 

Walsh Joins Pancho Villa. 

In 1911 Walsh grew tired of revolutions 
in Central America. Surely there were 
revolutions elsewhere. So, after looking for 
trouble in South America, he came back 
as far north as Mexico. Here he perked an 
ear to the exploits of Pancho Villa and 
immediately joined up with Villa’s army. 

By 1914 Walsh was an aide-de-campe 
to the Villa entourage. | 

It was in that year that two Americans 
came to visit Villa in his Chihuahua head- 
quarters, 

Villa had then just finished resigning his 
position of commander-in-chief of the 
army of the north and stated that hence- 
forth he would operate independently for 
peace in Mexico and.the establishment of 
constitutional government. 

The two Americans, one of whom was 
named William Saal, the same Saal who 
is now an executive for Republic, stated 
that they were from the Mutual Film 
Corporation. Would Villa be interested in 
acting in a motion picture based on his 
life, using Villa’s own military exploits 
as part of the story” 

The swarthy-faced, walrus-mustached 
Villa smiled condescendingly. 

“Boy, Pancho really was sweet when he 
smiled like that.” Walsh grinned, ‘but 
when his yellow green eyes clouded there 
wasn't a more fearsome looking man alive.” 

Villa would be delighted to make a pic- 
ture for the Americans, he informed them. 
Naturally he was to be the star. And 
how much would the Americans pay? 

The Americans would pay $50,000 in 
gold, one-tenth of it down, one tenth when

filming started, and the rest when the 
picture was finished. 

_ “Good,” smiled Villa, unconsciously puff- 
ing out his chest. Pancho a movie star, 
eh? Well, well, very good! 

His aide-de-campe, Walsh, was made 
technical advisor, and two famous movie 
Careers were launched, Villa’s and Walsh’s. 

“IT guarantee you fine action,” Villa told 
them matter-of-factly; He didn’t speak 
much English, Walsh interpreting for him. 

Jittle did the Americans know them 
just how realistic Villa was, and how 
seridusly he took his first picture job. 

Shots were taken first of Villa’s army, 
well-armed with Colts, Smith & Wesson 
pistols, rifles and carbines. Then the 
camera recorded the colorful Villa army 
on the march. Each soldier in Villa’s army 
was accompanied by a woman. These 
women carried the gear of the soldiers, 
plodding behind with enormous bundles 
on their backs. When nightfall came camp 
would be pitched wherever they were, 
and thousands of campfires would glow 
in the dusk, springing up as if touched with 
thousands of wands. 

The soldiers were equipped with gun 
belts over each shoulder, a rifle, a blanket 
and a tobacco pouch. 

The filming proceeded without a single 
hitch until the script called for a scene 
where a soldier was stood up against a 
wall and shot. 

The cameras were cranked as a hand- 
kerchief was placed over the ‘‘econdemned”’ 
mans eyes. Then Villa stood by his firing 
squad, in a-.position where he hogged the 
camera, and gave the order to fire. 

The volley echoed and the “victim” 
slumped to the ground. 

“Okay, cut,’ cried the American director. 
The cameras stopped but the man lay still 
on the ground. 

“Tell him he can get up now,” said Saal 
to Villa. Villa shrugged a shoulder. “He 
cannot get up. My men do not miss,” he 
Said. 

And Villa wasn’t kidding: The man was 
dead. 

Villa was giving them “real stuff’ all 
right. 

“It's only a prisoner,’ he explained an- 
grily when the Americans protested. ‘‘This 
is a real movie, is it not? What do you ex- 
pect?’ 

Walsh cautioned the Americans to desist 
in their protests, lest Villa repeat his deed 
with themselves as “condemned men.” 

The final blow came during a re-enact- 
ment of the battle of Juarez. For 20 min- 
utes the “opposing armies’ fought fur- 
iously over the hot plains and then the 
smoke cleared as the firing stopped, with 
more than 200 men strewn around. 

Villa, perspiring and proud, galloped 
over to the camera crew. ‘““How was it?” he 
asked, 

The take had been perfect, but the 
Americans showed no elation. Rather they 
looked apprehensively over the plain, wait- 
ing for the men to arise. They didn’t. 

Villa had placed on the field prisoners 
from a recent battle. 

He had given them realism again. 

Villa’s Realism Horrifies. 

The Mutual Film Company represénta- 
tives were horrified. They held a hurried 
conversation and decided that. the best 
thing to do was to withdraw, but quick. 

But Walsh counseled against immediate 
withdrawal. 

“Took,” he advised, “I’m ready to hie 
back to the States myself. Leave it to me. 
I'll get you away at the first chance. But 
you just can’t walk off and ruin Villa's 
motion picture career. He'll lay you in the 
dust. 

And Walsh did get them away. Fxecu- 
tives, camera crew, and Walsh sped toward 
the border one night, harboring only hope 
untly they could fee] the good old sod of 
Uncle Sam under their feet. 

They made it, just barely. For Villa, an- 
gry because his career as an actor was 
being halted, chased them. 

“We just made it,’ Walsh stated with 
a shake of his head, ‘“‘with plenty of hot- 
footing behind us.” 

“Yeah man,” chipped in Saal with a 
Texas grin, “we made it shoes a’blazin.” 

Once in. the United States the film com- 
pany decided to finish the picture. In- 
stead of calling it “‘The Life of Villa,” they 
re-titled it “The Life of the Bandit,’ and 
Walsh was placed in Villa’s starring spot. 

They had about 15,000 feet of film from 
the action in Mexico, and continued from 
there. Released, the film made plenty of 
money. 

And -thus did Raoul Walsh start his 
cinema career, in a fashion more specta- 
cular than Hollywood's most imaginative 
scripts. 

And in his direction of “The Dark Com- 
mand” it is highly probable that Walsh's 
thoughts often stray to the period in which 
he served under the famous Pancho Villa, 
little dreaming then that that service would 
lead him to the motion picture business.

COME SPRING. By Ben Ames WIil- 
liams.

If this book doesn’t rise quickly 
to a place among the five best sell- 
ers, I'll miss three guesses, “Come 
Spring” is so definitely superior to 
anything Ben Ames Williams has 
written before that all the others are 
going to the foot of the bookshelt. 

More than a century and a half 
have passed since the people otf 
“Come Spring” wrote their own 
story in blood and sweat on the vir- 
gin soil of the Maine woods, They 
were real people—and Ben Ames 
Williams has made them live again 
with a magnificent vividness few 
writers of today could equal, Plain 
people, perhaps, but some of the 
greatest stories are about plain peo- 
ple. 

From the actual records of an 
actual village, Mr. Williams has 
gleaned the information for a story 
of intense beauty—a saga of the wil- 
derness brought to fruition and abun- 
dance during the days of the Revo- 
lution. No name is changed save that 
of one character, and she also exist- 
ed. 

“Come Spring” is the story of the 
Robbins family and of the others 
who settled and created Sterling- 
town, in the George's river country. 
It is a story of their hardships, their 
births and tragic deaths, joys and 
heartaches. loves and jealousies— 
and their growth. It chiefly is a 
story of Mima Robbins, and of Joel 
Adams, who she determines. to 
marry. 

If your standards are inflexibly 
measured by present-day ‘‘morals , 
you may censure Mima when she 
moves in to keep house for Joel, 
Matt Hawes and Jason Ware, and 
to bundle’ with Joel on cold nights, 
and there’s no doubt you'll criticize 
her for later events, but you'll glory 
in here devotion for the man she 
loves, Just remember, Mima lived 1n 
another. day: But remember, too, 
that she was as alive and as human 
as you and I; Just as aware of life 
and just as eager for its adventures. 

There is not a moment or a para- 
graph of drabness in “Come Spring”, 
but the reader is never permitted to 
forget the crushing power of winter 
or the dread possibilities it brings. 
It is a magnificent story of how the 
pioneers of those days overcame the 
spectre of starvation. Snows came, 
meaning long treks into the border- 
ing wilderness for moose or bear; 
crops failed just as they do today; 
and it was a long winter until spring 
brought the fresh fiddleheads and 
the river’s run of. alewives. 

And about just such a situation as 
this, Mr. Williams has written one 
of the most powerful bits of fiction 
ever done—a word picture of the 
patriarch Philip Robbins, with fam- 
ily gathered about him, as he dis- 
courses on the misfortunes which 
have befallen them, and the way out. 

Here is all the power of the mov- 
ing river, all the sweep of the untrod 
wilderness which surrounds Sterling- 
town; all the beauty of the woods- 
lands in spring: all the sweetness of 
a love song, and all the reality of 
life around you. If you miss “Come 
Spring’, you'll miss an event no 
reader can forget.

| SILENCE: A Plea for the Artist 


yYILBUR ROWAND, head of the school of music of Shorter College, recently 

' wrote an essay on “Silence.” I thought it was fine, and provided much food 

for thought for most of us who are guilty of unintentionally being noisy at 
concerts and other places where there Is music, 

Here is what he has to say: 

“What music will do undo that silence?’—E. Browning. 

Are you guilty of impatience in the concert hall when the 
his instrument like a statue, motionless, waiting, poised for a beginning? 
think he is freakish and perhaps inclined to be too certain of the value of 
he is about to perform? Does the conductor’s baton, held warningly aloft, 
the starting beat beyond your restless period of expectancy?

For 
music come from but the infinitude of soundless time. 

The composer’s palette consists of tones, myriads of sound. 
Silence stretched over the frame of Time. The musician speaks, but back of all the 
sound broods the silence: silence deep as death, endless as eternity, and as expressive 
as a midnight sky. Through music silence speaks, restful space that gives the music 
meaning and stands out like blue behind the clouds. Beethoven was aware of this 
when he said “The rest is the most eloquent thing in music.” Performers are not 
always conscious of the composer’s intention where a rest is indicated, for they pass 
over this-symbol of expressive silence, thinking that sound of itsélf has meaning. If 
It is true that sorrow sharpens the pleasure of happiness and discord makes the con- 
sonant more sweet, then through all music let the silences be heard. 

Music is an ephemeral art: it exists for a time where nothing was 
then moves on to silence, to nebulous memory.

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T ISNT in the mind. It is on the lips. The world just now 
is full of empty words. They roll out of us dead and flat. 
No one really listens to the words. The other fellow is 

possibly saying the same kind of words. 

‘The people think this,”’ says one man. ‘“‘The middle 
class believes that,’’ says another... “In my opinion, within 
the next twenty years we shall all have to accept commu- 
nism or fascism.” says a third. .. The “‘people,” the ‘“‘pro- 
letariat,’’ the “‘middle class’’ and so forth and so forth. 

There is this flattening — so many of these big flat words 
and flat empty statements always being said. Where do we 
get all of these words? 

You take a trip, as I did just last fall, some six thousand 
miles in a car; you visit many towns; you get a new sense of 
the hugeness, the richness 
and wonder of America. 
You come home to your 
home town and _ people 
stop you on the street. 

“In your opinion,” they 
ask, ‘‘what are the Ameri- 
can people thinking?” 

Do they expect an in- 
telligent answer from you? 
I do not think so, but the 
question jars you a little. 
There is the temptation 
to begin rolling out the 
empty words. 

There must be some- 
thing in the air just now 
that accounts for this at- 
tempt to think big, to 
zroup thousands and hun- 
dreds of thousands of dif- 
ferent people under single 
imaginary patterns. There 
must be something to ex- 
plain this attempt at un- 
derstanding — more often 
a pretense of understand- 
ing — world affairs. I 
grant that there may pos- 
sibly be a few men, stu- 
dents of world affairs, 
world travelers, men in 
government, who can 
grasp these huge _ prob- 
lems that involve millions 
of different people. I don't 
know whether they can 
or not. 

But it seems to me that 
the danger lies in the emp- 
tiness of so many words 
we use. We so persistently 
fail to realize the curious 
accidental quality of life. 

It seems to me that a 
marked mind-emptiness 1s 
likely to come with the 
habitual use of big mean- 
ingless words—the 
‘““masses,”’ the ‘‘people,”’ 
the ‘‘farmer,’’ the ‘“‘mid- 
dle class.”’ All this may be 
a natural result of the 
speeding up of all of our 
channels of communica- 
tion. I can sit here, in this room, and, speaking into a ‘“‘mike,”’ 
address a million, perhaps ten million, people sitting in their 
homes. I can throw these big words at them. It is increasingly 
difficult to remember that these people, so addressed, are not 
all one big mass, that life is of infinite variety, shades and 
complexity. 

This laxity is surely something to fight against, to struggle 
against. When such words as the “‘people,”’ the ‘“‘masses’”’ and 
the “‘proletariat,’”’ the ‘“‘middle-class’”” and so forth come to 
our lips we ought to stop. We ought to ask ourselves, “‘Is 
there any such thing?”’ 
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I. IS my own notion that, if we are to break it up, and 
begin to draw closer to one another again, begin to really 
think again, to communicate with one another in a way that 
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has real meaning, we shall have to start off by trying to 
chuck these big meaningless words. We shall have to begin 
consciously to think small and stop trving to think big. 

There is this street of houses in which I live, this room 
in which I sit with friends, that woman over there, at a near- 
by table in a restaurant. How healthy to begin thinking in 
terms of this limited world. 

What is the meaning of that frightened look that flits over 
the face of that woman sitting over there? There is a man 
gesticulating and talking to himself as he walks along. What 
is troubling him? The little human meetings of people on 
streets, in rooms, go on. Life, with its curious loneliness, has 
its warm moments. 

The big thinkers call this approach to life an “‘escape.”’ 
They blame you for try- 
ing to escape from the 
great problems now shak- 
ing the world. In my opin- 
ion it is instead a going 
toward life. Of that I am 
sure, 

Some years ago, for a 
time, I ran two _ smal! 
weekly newspapers In an 
American town. Being a 
man whose name was a 
little “‘up’’ as an Ameri- 
can author, | am quit 
sure that.-when I came 
there to thé town, when | 
bought the newspapers, 
the people of the town 
were afraid of me, as they 
had a right to be. They 
thought I would be want- 
ing to change them, make 
the town into something 
new, control their think 
ing, use them as puppets 
for my own purposes. How 
could I help knowing what 
they thought and felt? 


to live at all in the 
town, I had to be very 
small, not take myself too 
seriously, take the town 
in which I was living as 
the center of the universe. 

I used to ride and walk 
about through the resi- 
dential streets of the town 
and on near-by country 
roads. I wrote a long ar- 
ticle about a certain wom- 
an’s flower garden. I wrote 
articles about country 
roads that wound out of 

| town over low hills, about 
NDERS ON the everyday sights, 
sounds, smells, happen- 

ings of the town. 

One day an old farmer 
came in to renew his sub- 
scription to the paper. He 
stood awkwardly about. 
There was something he 
wanted to say but he had 
difficulty in saying it: 

finally 1t came out: he simply wanted to tell me that he 
hadn’t known how nice was the road along which he had for 
years been driving into town — not until I had written of it. 

This is what I mean. This is what I think we shall have to 
get back to. I mean the intimacy of life, its charms, its strange- 
ness, its terrors, its accidental qualities. These great thoughts 
about world affairs that we are trying to have nowadays 
are tending to separate us from one another in a curious way. 

There is too much bigness that isn’t bigness at all, too 
much using of big empty words. If the thing we call civiliza- 
tion is to be saved, it will be saved not by the big-word throw- 
ers, so-called, but by what goes on in the average man’s mind, 
in the minds of people in their houses — in short, by a growing 
realization of each other and of both the beauties and diffi- 
culties in the art of living with others. 
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O. THIS page we give you an important 
message from Sherwood Anderson. Here is a 
story which illustrates his point: During a 
recent visit to New York, a young lawyer 
from Boise, Idaho, fell in with a group of 
young “intellectuals.” They were talking fast 
and furious about Russia, ‘“‘the proletariat,”’ 
‘the bourgeotste’ and “the Communist 
Party Line.” The lawyer listened attentively. 
Then he drawled: ‘“‘“Gentlemen, this is a new 
kind of language. Out where I come from ‘the 
party line’ means a rural telephone line with 
ten to twenty subscribers.”

If Wp like to see the ‘million-dollar room,’ 
I said to the doorman of the luxurious 
twenty-three-story clubhouse of the 

Union League of Chicago, set in the midst of 

the famous Loop’s skyscrapers. 

“Sure,” he answered with a grin. ‘“‘Eighth 
floor, right.” : 

Plastered on the room’s walls, and even the 
ceiling, were stocks and bonds, once rated at 
more than a million dollars but now worth 
about thirty cents. The members of the Union 
League, who are the owners of this singular 
wallpaper, have made a burlesque of their 
losses instead of brooding over them. 

Then, for contrast, I took in the ‘‘millions- 
of-dollars room”’ across the hall, headquarters 
of the Union League Foundation for Boys’ 
Clubs. This room represented quite a dif- 
ferent investment, which the Union Leaguers 
figure has returned them at least one thousand 
per cent, and dividends are increasing steadily 
all the time. 

It’s the money they have put into the 
underprivileged boyhood of a great city. Over 
a period of twenty years they have invested 
$1,500,000 in 30,000 boys and estimate their 
returns at not less than $15,000,000. That’s 
boyhood at ten cents on the dollar — the 
biggest bargain they have ever known, they 
declare, and one that has provided them their 
greatest thrill. 

It all began with the notorious ‘Bucket of 
Blood” resort that reigned supreme in the 
hectic post-World War days in the ‘“‘valley,”’ 
just beyond the reach of influence of the 
Hull House settlement. So tough was it that 
police would visit it only in squads. 

Dismayed by the Bucket of Blood’s appar- 
ent immunity from police action and its 
blighting effect on the youth of the tenements 
surrounding it, the Union League, founded 
eighty years ago as a patriotic organization 
and numbering professional and industrial 
leaders of the city in its membership, decided 
something drastic had to be done. 

‘“Let’s buy it up, lock, stock and barrel, 
and turn it into a boys’ club,”’ ventured one 
member. 

The idea went over big. In a short time 
$100,000 was subscribed. The three-story den 
was refurbished completely. Gambling quar- 
ters were turned into game rooms and class- 
rooms. The dance hall became a gymnasium. 
The saloon was transformed into a library, 
with 2,000 books on the shelves. 

A capable boys’ leader was put in charge. 
Word went out through the neighborhood 
that kids were welcome without a password. 
The motto “Welcome to Loyal Hearts’ was 
adopted — and it has stuck ever since. 


Soon two hundred urchins of the street 
were enlisted in boxing according to rules 
instead of engaging in lawless street fighting 
and slugging. The notorious ‘“‘Leavitt Street 
Gang’’ became the ‘‘Websterian Club,” en- 
gaged in planning community betterment 
rather than throwing stones through windows. 

When the first year ended, the amazed 
police reported that juvenile delinquency in 
the surrounding area had dropped fifty per 
cent; in two years it was down sixty-eight 
per cent. Even the breakage of street lamps 
dropped sixty-five per cent. 

Ragged clothes were no barrier to admission 
to the clubhouse. Kids were put on their 
honor, and they lived up to the trust. Before 
long they were swarming the gymnasium, 
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One of the “investments”’ that return 1000% dividends 


game rooms, clubs and classes, library and 
playground, 2,500 strong. For the first time 
in a decade, the police of the district had a 
breathing spell, and it was safe for women to 
be abroad at nights. 

“It’s the solution to the crime problem,”’ 
the delighted Union Leaguers agreed. ‘‘Let’s 
expand.”’ 

They bought a choice lake site in Wisconsin 
and paid $100,000 to build a splendid summer 
camp for the lads of teeming city districts. 
They took them there by the hundreds for a 
taste of the country. Fresh air, illimitable 
space, woods and meadows, grass and trees 
and flowers wrought a miracle. 

In a few years the members felt the urge to 
do more. A delegation from the club visited 
the chief of police. 

“You locate the worst district in Chicago 
and we'll build a club there,” the Union 
League members promised him. The Chief 
looked at his crime-spotted map and put his 
finger on an area. 

‘‘That’s worse than the Bucket of Blood 
section ever was,”’ he told them. 

Inside a year a splendid three-story struc- 
ture, with gym, swimming pool and the best 
facilities stood like a lighthouse for the thou- 
sands of boys there. Into it the Union League 
members poured $160,000. 

You enter through the broad doors — and 
a homelike scene greets you. A fireplace with 
a cheery blaze, comfortable chairs, reading 
lamps, rugs on the floor and pictures on the 
wall invite you to make yourself comfortable. 
Boys take their hats off unconsciously as they 
enter. The toughest of them become subdued. 
This is a home — the kind they’ve dreamed 
of and have seen pictured in newspapers and 
magazines, but never have known before. 

Here 2,500 more boys find delight, en- 
couragement and opportunity. Recently it 
was visited by Father Flanagan of Boys’ 
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Town (the famous “‘town’’ in Nebraska where 
homeless and wandering boys have built up a 
self-governing, self-dependent community). It 
was swarming with big boys, little boys, lads 
of twenty nationalities. | watched the young- 
sters as they flocked to the famed friend of 
friendless boys. 

‘This is the way out,”’ he told a group of 
us adults. ‘Scatter boys’ clubs like this 
throughout our cities, and our prisons will be 
half-empty inside of a few years.” 

A year ago a third boys’ 
club was opened by the 
Union League. Today, 
League’s 2,000 busy bank- 
ers, merchants, manufac- 
turers, lawyers, executives, 
doctors and others are 
caring for more than 6,000 
of the most desperately 
poverty-stricken, under- 
fed, underprivileged 
youths to be found in the 
darkest slums of America’s 
second city. 

That amounts to three 
kids on the shoulders of 
each and every Union 
Leaguer. A batting aver- 
age of a cool “three thou- 
sand.’’ For these boys 
they have provided a half- 
million dollars for buil@ 
ings and over the | 
twenty years they have 
paid out another million 
for running expenses. 

Not a dime of the an- 
nual stake is solicited out- 
side the membership. 
Union Leaguers never 
throw a charity party or 
resort to any trick money- 
raising scheme. They dig 
right down into their own 
jeans and pay the bills. 
They’ve never had a defi- 
cit, even in gloomy 1932 
and 1933. Every dollar 
needed is laid on the line 
the first of each month. 
Pledges are collected on 
the members’ bills the 
same as charges for meals 
and dues. 

There are all sorts of 
activities at the boys’ 
clubs, of course — more 
than a hundred varieties, 
such as sports, manual training, music, art, 
dramatics, library, printing. But that isn't 
all. Take health. Each kid gets a thorough 
physical overhauling. Last year alone 2,000 
boys were put through ngid medical exami- 
nations. And to remedy the defects that those 
examinations disclosed, there were 197 opera- 
tions, 1,600 treatments in hospitals and 1,300 
dental services provided the boys. 


Cie directors go right into the homes 
see how the boys’ families fare. Help is ofte 
provided on the spot. Four hundred mother 
and sisters of the boys were given medical 
attention during 1939. 

That’s all in the routine, but routine is only 
a small part of the whole picture. The main 
idea in the Union League’s project is to show 
the boys what real American citizenship 
means, and to help them achieve it. 

One of the major objects is to give the boys 
an opportunity to assume _ responsibility. 
They themselves. run the clubs. Counselors 
are employed to train talented boys for lead- 
ership, and these are encouraged to take the 
helm. It’s democracy all the way through. 
Many a boy who has since become a leader 
in business got his start in club administra 
tion. 

Best of all, the Union League members and 
the boys of the clubs really get togethe 
Busy, influential men take time to invite they 
boys to their homes — and to visit the youths 
in their own humbler quarters, too. Fre- 
quently, a Union Leaguer will have a young- 
ster downtown to his Loop club for dinner, 
and the boy in turn will have the Union 
League member as his guest at the boys’ 
club. It’s done hundreds of times yearly. 

What dividends have the Union Leaguers 
been paid on this investment? Well, the cut 
in delinquency and crime rates of the ru 
down neighborhoods since the clubs started 
operating indicate that at least 900 boys hav 
actually been saved from major crime. In 
reality the number is far greater; the 500 
figure represents a bare minimum. Since

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RIGHT and early on Tuesday morning, 
Bb Uncle Sam is going to roll up his sleeves 
and start to write the biography of the 
American people. It’s a job he does every ten 
years, and it’s called census taking. When he 
and. his 120,000 biographers are through, the 
essential facts about nearly every American 
will be registered in neat little code symbols 
on about fifty-six tons of note paper. 

The facts the census will uncover (they will 
fill more than thirty bulky published vol- 
umes) will show us what has happened to our 
country since 1930. And a digest of this truck- 
load of information will be ‘‘must”’ reading 
for government officials, economists, sociolo- 
gists — and even ordinary voters who expect 
to do their bit in charting the course of Ameri- 
can democracy through the troubled years 
ahead. 

The usefulness of the census is by no means 
limited to affairs of state. It will also tell us 
far more than we have ever known before 
about the world of work. It will reveal over- 
crowded occupations and shorthanded ones. 
It will give us reliable figures about earnings 
and hours of work. From its ominous-looking 
statistical tables, alert job-hunters can dig 
many a useful tip and lead that will help 
them in solving their employment problems. 

Just as rapidly as these figures are re- 
leased they will be condensed and interpreted 
for readers of this column. Meanwhile, it’s a 
risky business to predict the returns. But 
since most of the census reports will not be 
published for some time, let’s do a little 
“guesstimating’”” about what those returns 
will probably tell us. These estimates, based 
on the best available statistics, may help you 
to foresee ‘‘the shape of things to come” 
and to plan accordingly. 


Avenica’s population, the census will show, 
is now close to 132,000,000 people. That is 
only an eight per cent increase since 1930. 
But the number of people working or looking for 
work will have risen more than twelve per cent. 

The reason our working force is rising faster 
than our population is because we are becom- 
ing, on the average, a nation of older people. 
In the past, immigration and a high birth 
rate swelled the ranks of our younger genera- 
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tions. Now there is very little immigration 
(more people have left the country in recent 
years than have entered it) and our produc- 
tion of babies in the eight years after 1928 was 
over two million less than in the eight years 
before 1928. This year, the number of youths 
reaching work age is larger than ever before, 
and probably larger than it ever will be again. 

For the next few years there will continue 
to be droves of new youths — the bumper 
crop of babies born during the post-War 
years — clamoring for jobs. After 1945 their 
number will begin to slump, because of the 
decline in the birth rate from 1928 on. 

This generation of youth, the 1940 census

will show, is having serious trouble in its 
search for work. Something like a third of the 
male job-hunters under the age of twenty-five 
are unemployed, as well as a quarter of the 
job-seeking young women. Jobs are much 
scarcer for youths than for persons in any 
other age group, although the problem is also 
serious for middle-aged workers. 

Besides reporting on population, the census 
will tell us the recent story of industry, busi- 
ness, agriculture and housing. From such 


ai 


information, job-hunters can get some of 
their best “‘market tips.’’ Here, for example, 
are some predictions that will probably be 
confirmed directly or indirectly by the census. 
We can expect hundreds of similar tips when 
the final reports are published. 

The amount of silk cloth manufactured has 
dropped to a quarter of former levels. But 
rayon production is rising to a new high. 
Between 1929 and 1937, the number of rayon 
jobs jumped forty per cent, and produc- 


tion has continued to skyrocket since then. 

During the Trembling Thirties the produc- 
tion of clocks other than electric ones has 
been cut in half. But the production of elec- 
tric clocks multiplied about fifty times. 

There is heavy gloom in the wooden-barrel 
industry, whose production has been cut 
about seventy per cent. But the makers of 
steel barrels are not worrying. Their produc- 
tion has doubled. 

The value of all manufactured ice produced 
is a quarter less than it was a decade ago. 
But in 1940 production of mechanical ” 
frigerators will be triple that of 1930. 


iy WILL surprise nobody to learn that the 
auto has largely replaced the horse and buggy, 
but the figures are interesting. In 1904, forty- 
six buggies were made for every car that was 
turned out. In 1939, something like 4,000 
autos were made for every buggy. 

The aviation industry has been soaring, 
largely on wings furnished by wars and fear 
of wars. The census will probably show that 
aircraft production has tripled since 1937. 

Public interest in vitamins has, in two 
decades, doubled the acreage devoted to rais- 
ing vegetables. Grapefruit production will be 
reported as about four times what it was 
fifteen years ago. 

One last word. When you have your chat 
with the census taker, you may think he has 
a nerve asking you so many questions. 
try to be patient with him, and don’t kid mA 
about your age or other matters. What you 
say will show up only as the last digits in long 
columns of statistics. But the totals of those 
columns may mean a lot to all of us. 

When these figures are translated into un- 
derstandable terms they may show that some 
new invention or trend is cutting your job 
right out from under you. Or they may show 
you where to put your foot on the rung of a 
ladder that is pointing skyward. The answers 
you give will contribute to an important fund 
of knowledge that will help Americans to plan 
more wisely for the future. _

™e.costs society $10,000 to follow a con- 
hairmed criminal to the end, the League 


feels that this single result has saved 
at least $5,000,000 for-.society. 

At least 2,000 other boys of the 
30,000 who have been members of the 
clubs probably would never have been 
guided into good citizenship and _ use- 
ful lives save for the influence of the 
clubs. That figure is another bare 
minimum; the actual number must 
be far greater. But what is the value 
to society of these 2,000 good citizens? 
The law sets a price of $5,000 for an 
average workman’s life lost in an acci- 
dent. Take that sum as a fair estimate 
—and you'll have an asset of $10,- 
000,000 in the 2,000 the clubs have 
helped to create. 

That’s a total of $15,000,000 of un- 
losable wealth. But that isn’t all, by 


any means. In the intangible-assets 
column the Union League lists these 
moral and spiritual stocks and bonds: 

A demonstrated major contribution 
to solving the whole problem of crime. 

A practical method of turning the 
gang spirit into useful channels. 

A definite proof that city boys do 
not lack resourcefulness or ambition. 

A means of making patriotism a 
living, inspiring thing. 

A method of helping hundreds of 
eager boys into business and industry, 
where they are steadily progressing. 

And last but not least, a stimulation 
of the spirit of youth in older men by 
a program of service to youth. 

You couldn’t tear the boys’-club 
program out of the Union League of 
Chicago without tearing the League 
itself to pieces. Recentl¥ its members 
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turned down the suggestion that the 
work be endowed; they preferred the 
pleasure of day-by-day and month- 
by-month work for the boys. It has 
demonstrated what can be done for 
6,000 boys—and points to what 
should be done for the 100,000 other 
lads of the Chicago tenements. 

The United States has ceased being 
a predominantly rural nation; today 
it 1s an industrial nation. And the 
future of our country lies mostly in 
the future of the cities. The patriotic 
as well as the human thing to do is to 
give the needy boys a break. Money 
goes far, but personal help goes far- 
ther. Combine the two and you have 
something unbeatable.

The most natural and charming 
effects come, moreover, when your 
mascara harmonizes 1n color with your 
hair and skin. If you are fair, with 
blond-colored lashes, light-brown mas- 
cara will give them the right accent. 
If you have medium-blond or inde- 
terminate coloring, use a dark-brown 
mascara to define the lashes and give 
deeper contrast with your hair. Black 
mascara on brunettes and the red- 
heads gives a jet-like richness to dull 
black lashes, and used to coat carroty 
fringes helps to dramatize vivid hair. 
Save your blue mascara for out-and- 
out effects and artificial light.

Use two brushes, oné to apply mas- 
cara, one to brush off the excess. And 
keep them both as clean as your tooth- 
brush. Where the cake type of mascara 
is to be used, wet the brush, work up a 


thin paste, and put the mascara on in 
one or two coatings, depending upon 
the effect you want. Let the first appli- 
cation dry before you put on the 
second. When the last coat is set, use a 
clean, dry brush to separate the lashes 
and free them of beads or ‘‘gooseberry 
prickles.’’ Follow the same technique 
with the cream type of mascara, but 
apply it with a dry or only slightly 
moist brush. Here again, be sure your 
brush is free of clogged bristles.

Next, 
extend a tapering line from the outer 
corners of your brows about a quarter 
of an inch with the darkening brush

OU never know where you have 
Eleanor Early. She’s here today 
but tomorrow she 1s apt to be 
half way to Santo Domingo or Cat 
Cay or any of the less familiar corners 
the world, preferably those that are 
-washed and sun-drenched. Travel 
is both her hobby and her business in 
life. Hence the half-dozen travel books 
associated with her name, the latest 
being ‘“‘Lands of Delight’’ for that 
is how she thinks of Santiago or 
Curacao or Tortola. There is nothing 
of the casual sight-seer about Eleanor. 
She loses herself in the every-day life 
of the people wherever she is. And this 
is particularly valuable to her in pur- 
suing one of her special interests 
new and appealing recipes. 
Eleanor’s food repertory 
ranges from some of the less known 
but highly characteristic dishes of her 
native Boston, and also New England, 
to the totally different dishes of far- 
away places. 
Particularly good ts the rectpe which 
we call Creole crab. *‘On all the islands 
r Santo Domingo,” Eleanor savs, 
ere are vicious little land crabs 
from which native cooks concoct a 
famous dish called crab backs. There 
are no such crabs in the United States, 
and it may be just as well. But with 
canned crab you can prepare an Amer- 
ican version and serve it for supper at 
your next bridge party. 


Creole Crab 


2 medium onions, chopped finely 

4 cup butter or margarine 

2 tablespoons flour 

lg teaspoon salt 

Dash of pepper 

2 cups milk 

Lg teaspoon nutmeg 

2 teaspoons mustard 

2 egg yolks, well beaten 

1% cups bread crumbs 

2 cups flaked, canned crabmeat 

2 tablespoons parsley 

6 patty shells 

Sauté onions very slowly in one- 
half the butter or margarine until ten- 
der. Do not brown them. Melt one- 
half the remaining butter or margarine 
in top part of double boiler. Add flour 
and stir until smooth. Stir in salt, pep- 
per, nutmeg, and mustard.

15 minutes or until bread crumbs are 
brown. Yield: 6 portions. 

‘“‘They are fish-eating people,”’ 
Eleanor says. ‘“‘Almost everybody fishes 
in the Caribbean and it 1s possible to 
buy a string of fish for three pence and 
a lobster for six. Probably because it 
is so cheap, there has to be a special 
concoction for ‘company dinners.’ And 
so if you dine at Government House, 
the Governor's lady will probably 
serve you salmon and corn pie. It 1s 
made of canned salmon a great lux- 
ury down there.”’
